This application is related to U.S. Patent Application No. 10/600,1 19 (Attorney 
Docket No. SUNMP 154), filed June 20, 2003, now Patent No 7.444.386. and entitled 
"Application Programming Interface for Provisioning Services," which is incorporated 
herein by reference. 

Note : 

As per claims 1-8, they are not rejected under 35 U.S.C. §101 since the claimed 
limitation of "a computer readable medium in which a provisioning application is stored" is 
being interpreted as storage medium, not transmission medium. Therefore, the claims are not 
rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 101 as being directed to non-statutory subject matter.
